Members of the Black Van- 
guard were present at the 
Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion meeting Tuesday with a 
news release requesting that 
Malcolm X's birthday (May 
19) be observed as a black 
holiday and students be ex- 
cused from school to attend 
the program that is being 
held in Franklin Park in com- 
memoration of Malcolm. 

The immediate response of 
Or. John Ellis, Superinten- 
dent of Columbus Public 
Schools, was that Malcolm x 
Day is not a national holiday 
and that the board cannot 
release the students. School 
Board President Thomas 
Moyer indicated that ini- 
tion of Maicoim X will in fact 
be done in schools where 
student body indicates in- 
terest. 

Vincent Walker, a senior at 
Upper Arlington High School 
and a member of the Black 
Vanguard said that last year 
the group approached the 
school principals of East, 
Linden-McKinley and West 
High Schools asking them 
that they declare Malcolm's 
birthday a black holiday and 
dismiss the students from 


school Walker said that the 
principals said that it was not 
within their power to dismiss 
school and that they would 
have to take their request to 
the Board of Education 
Vanguard were in attend- 
ance at the Board Meeting 
Tuesday in hopes of getting 
favorable action on their 
request before Friday. When 
@ member of the Vanguard 
asked that Board to vote-on 
their request, Moyer attemp-

Redistricting Plan 
Slated For Council 
“Hearing In July

City Councilman Or. John 
H. Rosemond plans to submit 
to City. Council in July a 
proposed Charter Amend- 
ment designed to provide for 
the election of Councilmen 
by districts, he disclosed in a 
CALL & POST interview last 
week, 

Under his proposed plan, 
the city would be divided into 
six districts with each district 
electing it's own Councilman. 
In addition to the six, five 
Councilmen would be elec- 
ted at large. 

'f approved; the new 11- 
Councilman system would 
replace the present plan, 
adopted in 1914, which 
provides for the election .of 
seven Councilmen at-large 
for four-year terms. The 
Councilmen are elected in 
Staggered years, meaning 
three are elected one year 
and four elected two years 
later, 

Although he campaigned 
three years ago on a re- 
districting plank, Rosemond 
said he had to wait the 
results of the 1970 census 
before preparing it for 
presentation to Council. 
Since it is a Charter amend- 
ment, it must be placed on 
the ballot for a vote of Col- 
umbus citizens within at least 
120 days and not later than 
60 days from the date of 
Council approval. By submit- 
ting the proposal to Council 
in July, if approved it will be 
placed of the November 
Ballot, he said. 

Rosemond feels that the re- 
districting plan will result in

dominantly black voting 
districts, Under the present at 
large voting situation a ma- 
jority of black votes only 
comprise one-third of the 
amount needed to get-elec- 
ted to a position on council.

Bowling is big business. A few years the bowling 
season began in September and ended in May. There was 
very little bowling, Bat 
now a 12 month sport, 
__ The bowling industry began to boom in the 50's and 
60's. The automatic pin setters, air conditioned houses, 
televised bowling matches and many more hand gadgets 
have added to the increase in the number of people bowling. 

When the American Bowling Congress and the WIBC 
dropped their non-Caucasian clauses from their constitution, 
another new crop of bowlers appeared on the scene with 
money to spend. Blacks are spending thousand of dollars in 
the bowling industry 

They are bowling in all parts of the city. Some bowling 
leagues have been integrated and others have dissolved 
their league or changed the name of the league rather than 
allow blacks to join 

“What progress has been made by blacks in bowling 
during the past 20 years?,"" we asked Alex Whittaker, Alex 
has been a league secretary for over 20 years. 

“The only progress | can see that has been made,” he 
said, “is that they let the Negro come in the house and bowl, 
wien théy didn't let them bow! before.” 

“There is still segregation in bowling now as it was a 
few years back,” Alex said. “Many ‘of these leagues are 
segregated because the whites can always say, ‘No blacks 
have ever applied'.” _ 

Although some leagues are still segregated, two blacks 
-are now serving on the Board of Directors of the:Columbus 
Bowling Association, Alex was a pioneer in this field as he 
insisted that blacks should be represented on the Board 
Dick Bryant and Jim Clemens are the two blacks serving on 
the Board of Directors of the Columbus Bowling Association. 

A black bowler will spend approximately $60 for his 
bowling equipment. A bowling ball will cost him anywhere 
from. $18 to $45, a pair of shoes $15, a bowling bag $10, a 
special glove and other miscellaneous. equipment will cost 
him another $5 or $10. 

The women have made bowling a more interesting game 
to watch from the sidelines with their stunning uniforms. 
They are bowling in mini skirts, shorts and slacks. 

Thirty ladies from the Madison League in Columbus 
Stole the show at the Women's State Bowling Tournament in 
Springfield, O., when they appeared on the scene wearing 
“vivid purple slacks and vests with vivid pink blouses.” This 
league has been together for 10 years and has participated 
in the State Tournament for six years. 

The average bowler will pay $2.50 to $3 per league each 
week, The better bowlers will probably bowl in at least two 
leagues a week. Thus, his bowling will cost him a smail sum 
of seven dollars per week. 

The financial statement of one mixed bowling league 
revealed a gross receipt of $4,975.47. Of this amount paid 
$3168 went to the bowling establishment for use of their

In his first: full big- 
league season, he led the 
league in stolen bases (31) 
and triples (14), hit .326 and 
was named Rookie of the 
Year. 

Then along came. Frank 
(Trader Horn) Lane, who 
really started to break up the 
Indians and what a job he did 
too. In 1957 he decided that 
Minoso was getting slow and 
traded him to the Chicago 
White Sox and Fred Hatfield 
to the Indians for Early Wynn 
and Al Smith, Remember 
Wynn and Smith. They were 
really something. 

As usual Lane has an ex- 
planation handy. “! figured 
that Minnie only .had.a couple, 
years left,” he said. “But he’s 
the one player in the 
American League who has 
the intangible quality of ex- 
citement that makes fans talk 
about him when they leave 
the baseball park.” 

Minoso was the first Black 
player ever to play for the 
Chicago White Sox and that 
was in May 1951. The ‘irst 
time he came to the bat he 
didn't fan like the Great

Cable TV New Frontier 


The President's recent announcement 
of the nomination of Benjamin Hooks, a 
black attorney trom Memphis to the 
Federal Communications Commission. is 
& heartening and important step. 

«The FCC is the powerful regulatory 
commission that oversees the activities 
of all radio and television Stations in the 
country, as well as exefcising regulatory 
4esponsibilities over other communica- 
tions giants such as the telephone indus- 
try. A black presence among the seven 
FCC commissioners is long overdue. It is 
almost four years since Whitney Youn 
first called for a black commissioner, an 
the appointment could not come at a 
more crucial time. 

This is because the whole system of 
electronic communications in America is 
undergoing rapid change and is the sub- 
ject of FCC actions that could revolu- 
tionize the industry. Decisions will be 
made in the coming year or so that have 
the potential of redressing black power- 
lessness in this important fie(d. 

Perhaps the most crucial of these de- 
cisions will be that of the future of cable 
television. Cable TV is a dynamic, fast- 
growing industry. It’s still in its infancy, 
but experts predict that by the end of the 
decade it will grow to a $4 billion indus- 
try that will create about 2 million new 
jobs. 

In a very real sense Cable TY 
represents a last frontier for black 
People, our last chance to’ gain a foot- 
hold in the communications industry, as 
owners, job-holders, and participants, 
There ‘is no question that black people 
have been effectively excluded from 
present-day radio and television. Nearly 
all stations are owned by white people. 
Of the more than 350 radio stations 
whose programming is primarily directed 
to black people, a mere 9 are owned and 
controlled by blacks. 

Entry into broadcasting, an established 
industry, requires exhaustive license 
challenges or millions of dollars of 
capital. But Cable TV is a new industry 
whose ownership and capital require- 
ments are still fluid) So far it has been 
restricted to rural areas and smaller 
towns, but now the FCC is encouraging

its growth in larger cities, and that is

Right_now, the situation—is..chaotic: 
Cable TV franchises are licensed by 
local governments and this has resulted 
in some local scandals, control of the 
fledging industry by some large corpora- 
tions, and continued black exclusion. 

But if the FCC acts to assert its 
authority over the industry's develop- 
ment, and if it moves to insure a tair 
chance for blacks in the industry, the 
picture could change radically, Black en- 
trepreneurs and community groups 
should get a fair share of the Cable TV 
franchises that will be up for grabs 
There is no reason why this important

Subject t0 the same concentration of 
Power as other inudstries 

This is especially so since Cable TV is 
uniquely a community service industry. A 
Cable TV outlet covers only a city ora 
part of a city, so it should be in. the 
hands of the community it serves, Guide- 
lines that insure ownership access to 
black businessmen, community organiza- 
tions, and colleges and a public and 
private program of financial assistance 
could be a tremendous boost for black 
economic development in the 70s 

And since Cable TV can offer far more 
television channels than conventional, 
over-the air broadcasting, the black com- 
munity should be assured of access to 
the home screens. New FCC rules 
provide for a community channel. It will 
be up to the black community to make 
full use of it, and also to monitor time 
allocations on such a channel to insure 
that it operates on a non-discriminatory 
basis 

If you couple all this with the black ef- 
forts to gain access to the communica- 
tions media, as reflected by license chal- 
lenges to stations that neglect their 
public service and fair employment obli- 
gations, and the continuing monitoring 
of local stations’ Programming, you 
begin to see the importance of a black 
voice on the FCC and the need for that

Whether we responded to President 
Nixon's address ordering the escalation 
of the war, emotionally with anxiety or 
anger, or viscerally with nausea, the 
totality of the result of his speech 
created a writhing of opposition in the 
black community of Columbus and in 
most major cities with heavy concen- 
trations of black people. 


The opposition to his Vietnam, policy- 


may not have been as ostensible in the 
black community as it is among college 
students, but the black community looks 
upon his most recent orders as being 
tantamount to the oppressive racist 
policies of his administration here at 
home. 

What we must see is the interlocking 
and casual relationship betweer his ob- 
vious racist policy in Vietnam and his 
domestic oppression of black people 
here in the United States. We must know 
of this government's tentacles of op- 
pression throughout the world as part of 
the ubiquitous plan of American racism 
to continue to subjugate black and 
colored peoples everywhere in 
the world. The same hand that strikes 
apartheid in the African countries of 
Rhodesia, Angola, Mozambique, 
Namibia, and South Africa, strikes 
Detroit, Columbus, Cleveland, Hanoi and 
Hai Phong. > 

What disturbs me about the whites 
who oppose the war in Vietnam is their 
obvious ignoring of this relationship bet- 
ween what is happening in Vietnam and 
what is happening to minorities here in 
this country. This may be the reason why 
there seems tobe a disproportionate 
representation of blacks participating in 
the anti-war movement. 

“For instance, fet's look at the United 
States role in Africa today and at this 
very moment. There is very definitely a 
concomitant relationship between what 
is, happening in Vietnam and what is 
going on in Africa under the insidious 
leadership of the present administration. 
The Congressional Black Caucus noted 
this relationship.

California Cong, Ronald Dellums 
Stated recently: “For us, it is a travesty 
that scores of U.S, business concerns — 
including many of the largest companies 
in the*nation--are inexorably linked with 
racist, suppressive regimes.” 

To look at the Vietnam situation, as 
Martin Luther King Jr. did some years 
ago, the Vietnamese are struggling 
against the-racist-regime-which is being 
aided and abetted by the United States 
government and its racist corporations in 
Vietnam. 

American corporations are full of 
duplicity. While on the one hand they 
pretend to cater to the black community 
with jobs, etc., they are “unequivocally 
launching pretentiously a pernicious 
policy of terror and suppression of 
peoples in Africa and southeast Asia 

Opposition to the war in Vietnam is 
one-sided, It is aimed primarily at 
Pragmatic issues which elicit moral in- 
dignation and expedient considerations 
of the American image. Both the Nixon 
Supporters and the Nixon opposition 
Speak of the “American honor"; one side 
from the point of view that all-out war 
will in effect preserve or save the honor 
of this-nation. The other side advocate 
immediate or complete withdrawal. 
Neither position, however, speak to the 
issue of racism as a primary target for 
Opposition to the war, 

| would guess that even if the war en- 
ded, because the opposition to it became 
overwhelmingly powerful to end it, there 
would not be a transition of that 
movement to oppose racism equally as 
vociferous in.the United States.or. in 
Africa 

It is hardly conceivable, you see, to 
imagine that this-country could conduct 
its racist war in Vietnam without having 
its racist precedent set in this country 
over the last 400 years. The American in- 
volvement in Vietnam is a climactic 
evolution of racism here at home; the 
war in Vietnam with American inter- 
ference is a boomerang of racism prac- 
ticed here at home.

Second Trip To 


Willie Francis, 18,.found death waiting 
at the end of his second trip to 
Louisiana's portable electric chair on 
May 9, 1947, The same chair had spared 
his life a year before through a 
mechanical defect or the drunkeness of 
his executioner. or both. But it snuffed 
his life out quickly the second time 
around. 

Willie was strapped in the chair at 
12:05 p.m., Central Standard time. The 
switch was thrown at 12:08 p.m., and four 
minutes later he was pronounced dead 

The youth declined the last-minute of- 
fer of Bertrand DeBlanc, his lawyer, to 
make one tinal appeal to Louisiana 
courts to stay the death sentence and

review the case in the light of newly 
discovered evidence. He told his lawyer 
he was ready to die. 

Willie's last Words were “everything is 
all right.” He walked to the chair un- 
fatteringly from a small cell at the rear of 
the jail. When his cell door opened to the 
hallway he had only a half dozen steps to 
walk 

Francis was convicted on September 
13, 1945, The next day he was sentenced 
to death, The evidence against him con- 
sisted chiefly of an alleged confession 
He paid the death penalty for the murder 
of Andrew Thomas, a white durggist in 
St. Martinville.

The angry one sells his property to a 
black family and, the black family, the 
opening gun of the plague, is threatened 
and has to meet with demonstrations 
galore 

But when it becomes evident that the 
black man is a pretty rugged germ, the 
whites begin to flee and open the doors 
for filling the community with the black 
Plague. It is horrible to think of humans 
bearing such an attitude towards them, 
but that is what the black man has had to 
face all the time; he is a plaque.

Almost every woman "knows" that 
when she becomes pregnant she may 
have some odd cravings for particular 
foods. Stories about-this-have been-han- 
ded dawn from woman to woman for 
generations, and it is hard to imagine 
that anyone escapes hearing about them 
by the time she is old enough to have 
babies of her own, 


The desire can be for pickles, ice 
cream, a particular drive-in’s ham- 
burgers, a certain kind of fruit, or salty 
things -- the list is endless. Sometimes it 
is said the basis of these desires js that 
the body “knows'’ it needs something a 
certain food will provide and therefore 
craves it, 


This |s not true at all, or if it happens 
to be true it is only accidental. Take the 
craving for salt, for example, Most 
women should not change their intake. of 
Salt during pregnancy. For some, an ex- 
cess of salt is actually dangerous to both 
mother and baby, 


There are even reports of cravings for 
such non-foods as corn starch or clay. 
These meet no known nutritional need 
and in large amounts can in fact lead to 
intestinal blockages and constipation; or 
absorb the iron so necessary during 
pregnancy 


The need for more iron if pregnancy is. 
almost universal. If the body "knew" 
what it needed, certainly some of these 
cravings should be for foods rich in iron, 
liver, to name one. They rarely are, 


The same applies to leafy vegetables, 
which furnish the vitamin folic acid, 
another necessity for expectant mothers 
Does anyone have a craving for lettuce? 
The answer is no.

more interesting than Dr, Myron Moorehead, a black 


gynecologist from Columbus, and Dr. Marilyn Strayer, a 
psychiatrist and the mother of a four children. 


Dr. Strayer said that doctors had traditionally per- 
suaded women from discontinuing pregnancies and she 
went on to give insightful reasons for her statement. She 
said that many physicians, along with a host of others, con- 
sider it feminine to be pregnant. She said that many doctors 
feel that if they recommend abortions, promiscuity would in- 
crease and the American family would break-up, Dr. Strayer 
said that from an analytical point of view, it is quite possible 
that males in general view Pregnancy as a symbol of 
potency. Her most surprising comment was that many 
Physicians don’t have anything against making abortion 
referrals other than they feel that it would interfere with their 
decision-making powers, and people would think of them as 
technicians. For example, she said if one goes to a doctor 
with obvious symptons of a commdn cold and Say, “Doc, | 
need some cough syrup,” the doctor would Say, “Let me see 
your throat.” 


Dr. Moorehead sald that there's no debating the fact 
that abortions are legal in the U.S., but it is difficult for poor 
women to get to those spots. He said that he believes that all 
women should have equal. access to abortions and that 
being poor should not be a limiting factor. Dr, Moorehead 
said 60 percent of the 168,000 women that received abor- 
tions in New York were from other states, and this indicated 


to him that the laws should be uniform throughout the coun- 


try. He expressed concern that many women who seek abor- 
tions in other places because of the Ohio law, fail to seek 
adequate medical attention wher they return home, 

Dr. Moorehead made it clear that in his opinion the 
moral aspects of abortion aré an individual concern and that 
abortion should not be thought of as an alternative to birth 
control. 

He said that many physicians are reluctant to take a 
Stand on abortion because they feel that their patients would 
turn away from them. On the other hand, he said many 
younger physicians are less conservative in their views. 

After the morning workshops. broke up, conven- 
tioneers returned to a huge dining room for a delightful 
chicken dinner and a speech from Dr. Laura Pollack of 
Dayton. She told of several horrible and crude illegal abor- 
tions that were performed in the Dayton area with one 
resulting in the death of a young black girl. She said that 
daily women subject themselves to outrageous home 
remediés and butchers. She said that a legal journal had 
cited illegal abortions as being the third largest racket in 
America. 

After , debate and discussion the convention 
voted to establish a permanent state-wide organization, Ohio 
Abortion Alliance, to work for repeal of present Ohio abor- 
tion laws Bnd their replacement by other safeguards. 

The convention was most interesting and we suspect 
that those energetic young gals who left for all parts of the 
State all fired up over their cause will eventually have their 
way.

“The League believes that 
every citizen should have ac- 
cess to free public education 
which provides equal op- 
portunity for all, Furthermore, 
we. support any reasonable 
method for.reaching this 
goal.” 

Mrs. Benson stressed the 
fact that Leagues from 
Boston to California are ac- 
tively aupporting local and 
State programs to improve 
the quality of education fo: 


~ai. “The Leagu@ioreynnc” 


Voters stands firmly with the 
arguments set forth by the 
court in Brown v. the Board 
of Education, in which it was 
declared in 1954 that 
Separate school systems are 
inherently unequal.” 

“ “But,” she said, ‘those 
who want to see the law on 
school desegregation upheld 
have consistently had to go 
to the courts even though ad- 
ministrative enforcement 
powers exist under Title Vi of 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964." 

Accordingly, in June, 1970, 
the League of Women Voters 
of the United States, in con- 
junction with the state and 
foGal-Leagues of Charlotte; 
N. C., filed an amicus curia 
brief in the James €. Swann 
v.—Charlotte-Mecklenburg 
case after the Charlotte 
schoo! board’s tailure to 
draw up desegregation plans 
in_ compliance with a court 
erder of April, 1969. 

“The League affirms the 
Unanimous Swann decision 
of 1971 in maintaining that 
busing is a tool that must be 
held available to remedy 
serious inequities in educa- 
tion" Mrs."Benson declared. 

“Admittedly, there are 
arguments in favor of neigh- 
borhood — schools. The 
position of the school as an 
integral part of the com- 
munity is. established. 
Parents feel more comfor- 
table, less fearful, knowing 
their children are in a school 
close to home, 

Yet, at the same time, we 
all know that busing has 
been the tool of choice for 


many years, to get rural chil- “ 


dren out of their neighbor- 
hoods and into consolidated 
schools where they could 
have better facilities, better 
qualified teachers. Even now, 
in suburbia, the high school 
where no. bus pulls up to the 
door is a rarity. The neigh- 
borhood school,” she con- 
cluded, “though desirable as 
an aid to quality education, is 
not a precandition for it." 
Mrs. Benson attacked 
figures indicating that busing 
results in school children 
spending more time in travel 
and less in the classroom. 
“Last year the national pic- 
ture showed 40 per cent of 
our public school children -- 
65 per cent when you include 
those using public trans- 
portation -- rode to school 
each day for reasons that 
have nothing to with school 
desegregation.” She also ac- 
cused the proposed con- 
Stitutional amendments of 
“setting back the clock" on 
Civil’ Rights. “These amend- 
ments," she said, “as they 
apply to federal agencies 
would effectively repeal Title 
IV and Title VI of the Civil
